Phoenix, Arizona, April 19.—Gov­ 
ernor Hunt, of Arizona, today lifted 
the foot and mouth disease blockade 
at Yuma in 
order to 
permit the

mately 800 motorists reported in a 
pitiful condition as a result of being* 
held up on the California state line 
without camping equipment or suf­ 
ficient food. 
In a telegram to the officer* in charge 
of the quarantine the Governor said 
he felt ‘‘it would be safe to have these 
people pass after a thorough inspec­ 
tion and good fumigation rather than 
; have them rush the guard.” 
‘‘I do not want to see any blood­ 
shed, hut wre must use every precau­ 
tion possible.”

DENBY 
DEFENDS 
AIM IN OIL LEASE 


Assumes Full Responsibility For 
Initiating 
Policy 
Which 
Led to Contracts. 


(By ArtftooatkNj Pre***.) 
Adrian, Mich., A ^ril 19.—Full re­ 
sponsibility for initiation of the policy 
which resulted in tile leasing of the 
naval oil reserves wins assumed here 
Friday night by Edwin Denby, around 
whom raged a stom a of criticism in 
the Senate before his retirem ent last 
month as Secretary off the Navy. 
"Had I not taken th e action I did 
to protect the interests! of the navy in 
these reserves against the tremendous 
loss of drainage," he said in an ad­ 
dress, "I w'ould have ’be»?n false to my 
tru st and culpably negligent in the 
performance of my flruty.” 
Replying to what he said had been 
an insinuation of collusion on his part 
in connection with th e oil leases, Mr. 
Denby said he hail never been talked 
to about the naval petroleum reserve 
situation before he entered the Cabi­ 
net by the President-elect o r by any 
of his Cabinet or other adviser*. 
Denies Collusion 
‘‘My appointment was som ewhat un­ 
expected,” he said, "and vias not an­ 
nounced until about 
February 
26. 
Therefore, there was no collusion as 
to any acts to be perform ed by me— 
although even that insinuation 
has 
been made. 
"Shortly after taking office it w'as 
represented to me th a t drainage of the 
reserves was proceeding rapidly arui 
offset wells were 
necessary. 
Be­ 
lieving the Department of th e Interior 
was hest qualified to handle* for the 
navy its enormously valuable reserves, 
I turned to the Interior D epartm ent 
for advice. 
I then asked the Secre­ 
tary of the Interior if he could not 
take over the adm inistrative control 
of the naval petroleum reserves. Sec­ 
retary Fall did not ask me. 
I asked 
him. 
I wanted to stop the squander­ 
ing of an invaluable resource. 
T o­ 
gether, the Secretary of the Interior 
and I presented the m atter to th e 
President, and after he had given it 
careful study he decided to issue an 
Executive order.”

What Do You Know About the" Bonus?” 


The following letter was written to Chairman Green, of the 
Ways and Means Committee, by John Thomas Taylor, Vice 
Chairman of the National Legislative Committee of the Ameri­ 
can Legion. 


My dear Judge:— 


In the newspapers of November 12th, there appears a letter 
to you from the Treasury Department, containing recommenda­ 
tions for proposed legislation dealing with suggested tax reduc* 
tions, but which is in fact a personal and direct attack upon the 
Soldiers* Adjusted Compensation Measure, which will, as hereto­ 
fore, be considered by your Committee in the early days of the 
68th Session of Congress. 
“ 


This letter has brought to light the real issue, although this 
is not the issue which the Secretary intended to have raised when 
he made his letter public. 
That issue is simply this— 


Shall twenty-two thousand millionaires, men 
who profited greatly out of the war, have their 
income taxes further reduced by $85,000,000 
a year; 
or 


Shall five million soldiers and their families 
be now paid the just debt owed them by the 
nation for five years? 


This is the real issue which Mr. Mellon has brought up, al­ 
though, in order to make the public agreeable to cutting surtaxes 
on net incomes between fifty thousand and one million a year, he 
has prepared a schedule which would also reduce the income tax 
of the average taxpayer. 


Of course, Mr. Mellon knows that the Treasury Department 
does not enact income tax laws—this is the sole function of the 
Congress, and is initiated by the great Committee of which you 
are Chairman. 
Of course you know—as Mr. Mellon well calcu­ 
lated when he published his letter to you—that the statements 
he made are inaccurate, but were deliberately injected for the 
purpose of continuing his fight against the Soldiers’ Adjusted 
Compensation Measure. 


His statement that there can be no reduction in federal taxes 
if the Adjusted Compensation Bill becomes a law is absurd on the 
face of it, and on a parity with his miscalculations in govern­ 
ment finances for three years. 
According to the figures pre­ 
pared by the Treasury Department for the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee, the Soldiers’ Measure will cost $202,000,000 for the first 
three-year period, or an average of slightly more than $80,000,- 
000 a year. 


Through his inaccurate and misleading use of figures, Mr. 
Mellon has sought to make the public believe that the question 
up for consideration is whether fourteen million citizens may 
have their income taxes reduced, or whether the Soldiers* Ad­ 
justed Compensation can be paid. 
But out of his own mouth, 
and his own official statements, it is shown that these tax reduc­ 
tions which he schedules for the fourteen million taxpayers who 
are not millionaires, can be reduced exactly as he indicates, and 
the Adjusted Compensation Bill can be paid at same time. 
The 
real nub of the situation is the $85,000,000 a year which Mr. 
lyiellon wants to again cut off the income taxes of the war mil- 
honaries, in addition to offering tax reductions to the average 
citizens. 


The proposed cut of $85,000,(8)0 a year for the millionaires 
... 
will pay the Adjusted Compensation Bill year by year, although 
Mr. Mellon proposes tax reductions of $828,000,000 a year, or 
four times the sum need to pay it. 
You know' this and Mr. 
Mellon knowns it, so what am be his purpose in telling the public 
that $80,000,000 a year in payments for Adjusted Compensation, 
will prevent tax reductions of $323,000,000 a year, or four times 
that sum? 


His purpose is of course apparent. 
He wants to again»tool 
the people, he wants to get their backing, under misapprehension 
of the facts, for his plan to cut the big millionaires* taxes, so he 
is forced to include the little fellow in his tax reductions plans. 
Then, having included the little fellow, the ordinary tax-payer 
for once, he attem pts to deceive the little tax-payer, the ordinary 
citizen, into thinking that he will not get his taxes cut if the 
honest and square thing is done by the Soldier. 


Mr. Mellon has gotten the habit of allowing his zeal to over­ 
come his mathematics when he issues statements opposing the 
Soldiers* Measure. 
His anxiety for the big financial interests 


and his desire to defeat Adjusted Compensation, has led him in 
the past to give the Congress and the President official state­ 
ments, as a guide for their actions, concerning the country’s fi­ 
nancial condition, which he later had to admit to say the least 
were w'holly inaccurate. 
However, he got them over as official 
statements at the time, and they did their w'ork in spite of the 
fact they misrepresented the situation. 
mu«- 
It is unpardonable for the Secretary to try to fool the nation 
into believing an untruth—that $80,000,000 taken from $323,* 
000,000 leaves actually nothing at all. 
Yet, in his desire to de­ 
feat the Soldier Measure, he now attempts to again deceive the 
people (for of course he is not trying to deceive you), and make 
them think that $80,000,000 actually equals $323,000,000 instead 
of being only one-fourth of it. 


Because of your long service on the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, you of course recall some of these official miscalculations 
of Mr. Mellon, for their history is officially recorded in the Con­ 
gressional Record. 
Doubtless his error—or m iscalculate, if 
you please—of $959,000,000 which he made in estimating last 
year’s fiscal operations, when he advised the President to veto 
our measure is still fresh in your memory. 
This may have 
seemed a smaH error to a man who thinks in billions, but it was 
officially used as an argument for the veto of the Soldiers* Bill. 
Mr. Mellon has been lucky, seemingly, to have his errors on the 
same side of the ledger with his sentiments—it might have been 
■* 
embarrassing had his error of $959,000,000 been on the other 
side of the ledger, and to have thereby caused the President to 
sign the bill, instead of veto it. 


You will recall another statement made by Mr. Mellon in 
this connection, which also proved to be inaccurate. 
He offi­ 
cially advised your Committee, in the winter of 1921-22, against 
favorably reporting the bill, giving as the chief reason for this 
official advice, that the fiscal year would end with a deficit. Your 
Committee must have had a hunch about the inaccuracy of Mr. 
Mellon’s mathematics for you reported the bill favorably, and 
a few months later, the year 1922 ended with a surplus of more 
than $300,000,000. 
Mr. Mellon’s error in this case alone would 
have met the first three year’s payments of your bill. 


Again. w'hen he advised the President to veto your bill, he 
said that the fiscal year 1924 would end with a deficit. 
He now' 
states that it will end with a surplus of three hundred millions, 
for the purpose of cutting the taxes of millionaires. 
You may 
not realize it. but the official records of Congress show' that in 
the past two years, Mr. Mellon's official miscalculations concern- 
, 
ing Government finances total a greater sum than the entire 
amount the Adjusted Compensation Bill would cost if paid out in 
a lump sum. 
The records of Congress show' that these official 
miscalculations w'ere made in statements opposing the Soldiers’ 
Measure. 


It is really unfortunate that a high government official, oc­ 
cupying the position as head of the government’s financial ad­ 
ministration, will deliberately and officially, supply inaccurate 
and misleading statements to the Congress for its official use in 
drafting legislation. 


In the past four years every possible bugaboo has been rais­ 
ed by the administration leaders to frighten Congress into the be­ 
lief that the financial c o a tio n of the country was such that R 
could not carry' out the expressed mandate of the people, and 
settle in an honorable w'ay the debt admittedly and justly due the 
ex-service men. 
Time after time these figments of imagination 
have been destroyed by the actual conditions subsequently shown 
by the official facts. 
Mr. Mellon realizes that his inaccurate 
predictions of national poverty are no longer taken seriously by 
the country'—they have been disproved too often. 


Now being convinced that the public can no longer be de­ 
ceived by such hallucinations, this new' bait is thrown out that 
“there can be no reduction in taxes if the Soldiers’ Adjusted 
Compensation Bill becomes a law'.” 


We, of course, know that you will not be deceived by this 
false propaganda. 
The Members of your Committee know' the 
actual facts in the case and are firmly convinced that the cause 
of the soldier is a just one. 
Your Committee believes in the 
Soldiers’ Measure as it has been reported favorably three times, 
and passed by the House. 


Notwithstanding this attempt to mislead you and the Mem­ 
bers of your Committee, the American Legion understands and 
has full confidence that the Bill will be reported promptly by 
your Committee, and enacted into law' during the early days of 
the coming session. From the beginning this has been inevitable 
legislation.

In the lfest (1923) Session of the Legislature there were passed in the Senate 69 bills affecting taxation. Of these 69 bills, Senator Long voted for 65. Forty- 
six out of the 69 tax bills of the entire session became law, and of these 46, Senator Long voted for 45._____________________________________________________ 
D. Edward Long’s Record 


Here are the figures showing how Mr. Long voted on tax measures as taken fron\ Ute official Journal 
of the 1(923 Session. 
A few of the more important tax measures which were supported by Senator Long are 
set forth: 
Senator Long voted for Act. No. 122—“An Act relating to county rates and 
levies 
and 
township 
rates and levies” by removing the exemption of females from arrest and imprisonment for non-payment of 
taxes. 
By the powers of Hits law, each and every woman is required to pay taxes, but upon refusal may be 
arrested and placed in jail. 
Senator Long voted for Act No. 363—“An Act providing for the imposition and collection of certain taxes 
upon 
the transfer of property passing from a decedent who was a resident of this Commonwealth at the 
time of his death, etc.” 
Senator Long voted for Act No. 318—“An Act imposing a State Tax on Liquid Fuels including all liquids 
ordinarily practically and commercially useable in internal combustion engines for the generation of power and 
all distillates of and condensates from petroleum, natural gas, coal, coal tar and vegetable ferments so use- 
able to be paid by dealers, etc.’* 
This is the act which increase# gasoUnc by one cent per gallon more than 
the previous law, both of which together is a two cent raise. 
Senator Long voted for Act. No. 333—“An Act imposing an emergency profits tax for State purposes on 
the net income of certain corporations, joint-stock associations, limited partnerships and companies incorporated, 
organized or doing business in this Commonwealth, providing for the collection of such tax and prescribing 
penalties.” 
While this act not only taxes the Corporations, etc., it may be assumed that each individual is 
affected. 
Senator Long voted for Act No. 296—This is tile Motor Vehicle Act, and it provide® for the licensing of 
Motor Vehicles, the establishing of the large Motor Patrol which is very elaborate and costly, the additional 
tax of One Dollar ($1.00) for the Driver’s or Operator’s Liceftsc, and the tax of Two Dollars and fifty cents 
($2.50) for the Learner’s Permit and Operator’s License included. 
These are only a few among the many 
other provisions. 
Senator Long votet^ for Act No. 230—This act is also very lengthy 
in Title, but it provides that, each 
and every person .who desires to own a Motor Vehicle must pay Two Dollars and fifty cents ($2.50) including the 
affidavit, for a Title to 'be registered with the State Highway Department. 
Whereas, before, the same infor­ 
mation was practically received through the Vendor ani Vendee Statement, 
Senator Long also voted for these:

SALARY MEASURES 


The last Session of the Legislature was modest in the number of Salary Bills passed in comparison with 
former .sessions, but Senator Long, is shown by the Legislative Record, to have supported twenty (20) out of 
twenty-one (21) of these salary bills which became law. 
This list does not include the Administrative Code. 
The bills listed below, which received Senator Long’s support, include the increase of the salaries of various 
State and County Officers anywhere from $1.00 to $2,000.00 per year. 


D. Edward Long’s Platform 


1. Reduction of local school taxes by securing larger state appropriations for public school purposes. 


2. Reduction of township road taxes: 
(a) By gentling larger 
state appropriation® for 
“township road

3. The repeal of the mercantile license tax.

5. The repeal of laws authorizing tile levying of “head” taxes, 
since such taxes are not being uniformly 
levied nor collected. 


6. A more just and equitable distribution of the tax burdens on the basis of profits, earnings and ability 
to pay. 


7. Law enforcement and the punishment of bootleggers in a manner not so much akin to a license tax, 
as is a mere fine. 


8. Legislation that will more effectively control the manufacture and distribution of alcoholic liquors for 
legal uses.
